CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the Senate, on the 30th, Mr. Hoar. con- 
tinued his speech in favor of the Elections 
bill.

The Financial bil) 
was taken up informally, and Messrs. Stew- 
art and Reagan spoke against it.

The House was not in session on the 3ist. 

IN the Senate, on the 2d, the time of a short 
session was passed in introducing Messrs. 
McConnell and Dubois, the new Senators 
from Idaho, and in other social intercourse. 
There was no business transacted, and at 
12:15 p. m.—fifteen minutes after the open- 
ing—the Senate adjourned until the 5th...... 
In the House the resignation of H. R. Mark- 
ham as a member of the board of managers 
ofthe National Ilome for Disabled Volun- 
teer Soldiers was laid before the House and 
referred. The next motion made being met 
with the point that there was no quorum 
present, the House at 12:40 p. m., adjourned. 


In the Senate, on the 5ih, the credentials 
of Senator-elect Dubois, of Idaho, were 
placed on file and Senator McConnell, of 
Idaho, was swornin. The conference report 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad bill was 
agreed to. When the Elections bi:l came up 
the Senate,on motion of Mr. Stewart, bya 
vote of 34 to 29, laid it aside and took up the 
finance committee’s bill, which was debated 
atlength by Messrs. Sherman, Reagan and 
others...... Inthe House the conference re- 
port on the Urgent Deficiency bill was agreed 
to, The motion to suspend the rules to pass 
the bill for retiring mates in the navy was 
lost—S8 to101. The rules were suspended 
and the Senate bill for a builiing at Dan- 
ville, Ill, was passed; also bill for a building 
at Richmond, Ky., and bill for the relief of 
the bark “Xenophon.” 

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

On the 3d Robert T. Lincoln, Minis- 
ter to England, was entertained at din- 
ner by Frank Thomson, of the Phila- 
delphia railroad, at his beautiful coun- 
try seat at Marion, Pa. The dinner was 
given in recognition of Minister Lin- 
coln’s attention and courtesy to Mr. 
Thomson while the latter was in En- 
gland. Mr. Lincoln is on his way to 
his official station, accompanied by his 
wife. 

FRENCH Monarchists are endeavoring 
to persuade the Vatican to put a stop to 
the growing movement of the French 
clergy toward the republic; but the 
Pope refuses to take any steps in the 
matter. 

THE secret session of the Senate on 
the 5th was for the purpose of enabling 
the committee on foreign relations to 
report relative to the Nicaragua Canal 
Company's affairs, and to secure per- 
mission from the Senate to make public 
certain matters touching that enter- 
prise. 

THE new Democratic State officers of 
Wisconsin were installed at noon of the 
5th, with simple ceremonies. 

A GENTLEMAN, recently returned from 
Central America, mentions a growing 
belief in Guatemala that Barillas will 
soon be superseded in the presidency of 
Guatemala by General Cayetano San- 
chez. 

THE installation of Judge Henry E. 
Brown, of Michigan, as an Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, took place shortly after 
noon on the 5th, in the Supreme Court 
chamber. The ceremony was brief and 
impressive. 

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Scotr THOMPSON, a negro living near 
Bayboro, N. C., went to church, ac- 
companied by his wife and oldest child, 
leaving in his house tive of his children 
and two grandchildren, whose ages 
ranged from a few months to fifteen 
years. During services at the church 
Thompson’s house took fire and all seven 
of the children were burned to death. 

THE tow-boat Anna Roberts, of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., blew out a cylinder head 
near Portsmouth, 0., at 3 a.m. of the 
2d, instantly killing five men and terri- 
bly wounding many others. 

On the 2d Frank B. Jeffreys was ar- 
rested at Baltimore, Md., for tapping 
the wires of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company which supply the pool 
rooms at Arlington, Baltimore County, 
with reports from the race tracks. A 
complete office outfit, including a bat- 
tery of fifty cells and two instruments, 
and fifty pounds of wire were captured. 

At Hadley, Mass., on the 3d, a Cen- 
tral Massachusetts train struck a con- 
veyance containing six young people, 
killing two and severely injuring the 
other four. The party were returning 
from an inspection of Amherst College 
when the accident occurred. 

On the 8d Joseph Martin and Horace 

Butler, fourteen years of age, were 
drowned in the Charles river, at Boston. 
On the 3d the trial of Herbert Warren, 
at Elmira, N. Y., for the murder of his 
father, J. Frank Warren, was brought 
toaclose. In charging the jury, Judge 
Smith said he was not inclined to sub- 
mit the case to them on the charge for 
which he was indicted—murder in the 
first degree. The jury rendered a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 
Witir1aM HaAMILron, who jumped from 
a two-story window in South Boston, 
on the 3d, in order to escape arrest on & 
minor charge, died from hia injuries on 
the 4th.

In the case of Beverly and Melly 
O’Neal and Alexander Terreli, con- 
victed at Baton Rouge, La., of man- 
slaughter in bulldozing negroes, the 
motion for a new trial was overruled in 
the District Court, on the 3d, and they 
were each sentenced to twenty years’ 
imprisonment in the State penitentiary. 
The bulldozing was organized to deter 
colored people from living on and work- 
ing lands instead of working as la- 
borers thercon. 

WILLIAM Marsu, thirty-four years 
old, proprietor of a small saw-mill seven 
miles north of South Bethlehem, Px., 
was found dead in the mill, on the 2d, 
with both legs cut off close to the body. 
It is thought he slipped and fell across 
a log that was being sawed, and before 
he could recover himself was drawn to 
the saw and cut to pieces. 

On the 5th the ice on the River Danube 
at Buda-Pesth, Hungary, suddenly broke 
up while crowded with skaters and 
merry-makers, many of whom rushed 
or were crowded into the fissures and 
were drowned. 

On the 5th fifty persons were killed 
as the result of an explosion in the 
Trinity coal-pit, in Polish Ostrau. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 2d the threatened strike of 
Monongahela river miners was inaugu- 
rated. Thestrike involves from 8,000 to 
10,000 men, and the indications are for 
a long fight.

It wasa mighty 
dam which was accumulating the wa- 
ters of the mountain creek, and awful 
damage was feared if it let go at once. 

THE assets of Delamater & Co., bank- 
ers, as shown by the statement of the 
appraisers, are estimated at $301,000.

THE BEHRING SEA. 


The Correspondence on the Beh- 
ring Sea Question. 








Mr. Blaine Insists Upon the Correctness 
and Validity of the Position Assumed 
by the United States in Rela- 
tion to the Matter. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The President 
yesterday afternoon sent to Congress 
the concluding correspondence between 
the United States and Great Britain up 
to date touching the fur-seal question 
in the Behring Sea. The correspond- 
ence embraces a letter dated August 2, 
1890, from Lord Salisbury to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Minister here, 
in reply to Secretary Blaine’s letter of 
last July maintaining that the United 
States derived from Russia rights of 
jurisdiction over the waters of Behring 
Sea to a distance of one hundred miles 
from the coast. Lord Salisbury in his 
letter contends in brief: That England 
refused to admit any part of the 
Russian claim asserted by the ukase 
of 1821 of maritime jurisdiction and ex- 
clusive right of fishing throughout the 
whole extent of Behring Sea as far 
north as ‘Behring Straits; that the treat- 
ies of 1825 between Great Britain and 
Russia and the United States and Rus- 
sia were regarded on both sides as a re- 
nunciation on the part of Russia of that 
claim in its entirety, and that, though 
Behring Straits were known and spe- 
cially provided for, Behring Sea was 
not known by that name at the time, 
but was regarded as a part of the Pa- 
cific Ocean. 

Lord Salisbury in support of this con- 
tention (and the United States at that 
time took the same view of the Russian 
claim) quotes from the protest of John 
Quincy Adams in 1823, then Secretary 
of State, to the Russian representative 
here, in which he wrote: ‘From the 
tenor of the ukase, the pretensions of 
the imperial government extend to an 
exclusive territorial jurisdiction from 
the 45th degree of north latitude on the 
Asiatic coast to the latitude of 51 de- 
grees north on the Western coast of the 
American continent; and they assume 
the right of interdicting the navigation 
and the fishery of all other nations to 
the extent of one hundred miles from 
‘the whole of that coast. The United 
States can admit no part of 
these claims. Their right of naviga- 
tion and of fishing is perfect, and has 
been in constant exercise from the earl- 
iest times after the peace of 1783 
throughout the whole extent of the 
Southern ocean, subject only to the 
ordinary exceptions and exclusions of 
the territorial jurisdictions, which so 
far as Russian rights are concerned, are 
confined to certain islands north of the 
55th degree of north latitude, and have 
no existence on the continent of Amer- 
ica.” 

After quoting further from later cor- 
respondence on the same question, 
Lord Salisbury denies that Great Brit- 
ain ever admitted, by act or by suffer- 
ance, the extraordinary claim of mari- 
time jurisdiction contained in the ukase 
of 1821, and says: ‘The inclosed copies 
of correspondence extracted from arch- 
ives of this office make it very difficult 
to believe that Mr. Blaine has not been 
altogether led into error. It re- 
sults from them that not only 
did Her Majesty's xyovernment 
formally protest against the ukase 
on its first issue as con- 
trary to the acknowledged law of na- 
tions, but that the Russian Government 
gave a verbal assurance that the claim 
of jurisdiction would not be exercised. 
In the subsequent negotiations great 
importance was attached to obtaining a 
more formal disavowal of the claim in 
the manner least hurtful to Russian 
susceptibilities, but so as effectually to 
preclude its revival. And this security 
the British Government undoubtedly 
considered that both they and the 
United States had obtained by the con- 
ventions of 1824 and 1825.” 

Lord Salisbury’s letter concludes as 
follows: 

“The answer, therefore, to the ques- 
tions with which Mr. Blainé concludes 
his dispatch is that Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment have always claimed the free- 
dom of navigation and fishing in the 
waters of Behring Sea outside of the 
usual territorial limits of one- marine 
league from the coast; that*it is impos- 
sible to admit that a public right to fish, 
catch seals, or pursue any other lawful 
occupation on the high seas can be held 
to be abandoned by a nation from the 
mere fact that for a certain number of 
years it has not suited the subjects 
of that nation to exercise it. It 
must be remembered that British 
Columbia has come into existence 
asa colony ata comparatively recent 
date, and that the first considerable in- 
flux of population, some thirty years 
ago, was due to the discovery of gold 
and did not tend to an immediate de- 
velopment of the shipping interest. I 
have to request that you will commu- 
nicate a copy of this dispatch, and of its 
inclosures, to Mr. Blaine. You will 
state that Her Majesty's Government 
have nodesire whatever to refuse to the 
United States any jurisdiction inBehring 
Sea which was conceded by Great Brit- 
ain to Russia, and which properly ac- 
crues to the present of 
Alaska in virtue of treaties or the law of 
nations; and that if the United States 
Government, after examination of the 


‘evidence and arguments which I have 


produced, still differ from them as to 
the legality of the recent captures in 
that sea, they are ready to agree that 





the question, with the issues that de 
pend upon it, should be referred to im- 
partial arbitration. You will in that 
case be authorized te consider, in con- 
cert with Mr. Blaine, the method of 
procedure to be followed.” 

Secretary Blaine in his response, ad- 
dressed to Sir Julian Pauncefote on the 
17th of December past, at the outset in- 
sists upon the correctness and validity 
of the position which has been advo- 
cated by the Government of the United 
States in defense of American rights in 
the Behring Sea. Legal and diplomatic 
questions, he says, are often found after 
prolonged discussion to depend on the 
settlement of a single point. Such, in 
the judgment of the President, is the 
position in which the United States and 
Great Britain find themselves in the 
pending controversy touching the 
true construction of the Russo- 
American and Anglo-Russian treat- 
ies of 1824 and 1825. Great Britain, 
Secretary Blaine says, ¢ontends that 
the phrase ‘‘Pacifie Ocean,” as used in 
the treaties, was intended to include, 
and does include, the body of water 
which is known as the Behring Sea. 
The United States contends that the 
Behring Sea was not mentioned or even 
referred to, in either treaty, and was 
in no sense included in the phrase ‘‘Pa- 
cific Ocean.” If Great Britain can main- 
tain her position that the Behring Sea, 
at the time of the treaties with Russia 
of 1824 and 1825, was included in the 
Pacific ocean, the Government of the 
United States has no well-grounded 
complaint against her. If, onthe other 
hand, this Government can prove be- 
yond all doubt that the Behritig Sea, 
at the date of the treaties, was under- 
stood by the three signatory powers to 
be a separate body of water, and was 
not included in the phrase ‘Pacific 
Ocean,” then the American case against 
Great Britain is complete and undenia- 
ble. 

The dispute prominently involves the 
meaning of the phrase ‘‘Northwest 
coast,” or ‘‘Nerthwest coast of Amer- 
ica.” Lord Salisbury assumes that the 
‘‘Northwest coast’ has but one mean- 
ing, and that it includes the whole 
coast stretching northward to the Beh- 
ring Straits. The contention of this 
Government is that by long prescrip- 
tion the ‘‘Northwest coast” means the 
coast of the Pacific ocean south of the 
Alaskan peninsula, or south of the six- 
tieth parallel of north latitude.” 

Secretary Blaine contends that the 
phrase ‘‘Northwest coast’ has been 
well known and widely recognized in 
popular usage in England and America 
from the date of the first trading to 
that coast, about 1784, and includes 
precisely the area which has been 
steadily maintained by this Gov- 
ernment in the pending  discus- 
sion. Mr. Blaine then quotes from 
the treaties between Great  Brit- 
ain and Russia and the United 
States and Russia, and insists that 
throughout the whole correspondence 
connected with the formation of the 
treaties there was no reference to any 
distinctive name for Behring Sea, for 
the simple reason that the negotiation 
had no reference whatever to Behring 
Sea but was entirely cunfined to a 
“strip of land” on the Northwest cvast 
extending from Mt. Elias down to 
Prince of Wales Island, on the British 
North American coast, and to the 
waters of the Pacific Ocean adjacent 
thereto. He reminds Lord Salisbury 
that Behring Sea was, at the time re- 
ferred to, a recognized name for that 
body of water, and refers to a list of 
authentic maps (105 in number, pub- 
lished prior to on 1825), every one of 
which the body of water now known as 
the Behring Sea was plainly distin- 
guished by’ a name separate from the 
Pacific Ocean, and then asks if it is pos- 
sible for Mr. Adams and Mr. Canning, 
parties to negotiating the treaties, with 
this cloud of witnesses should simply 
include this body of water in the phrase 
‘‘Pacific Ocean,” and make no allusion 
whatever to it as a seperate sea, ‘‘when 
it was known by almost every educated 
man in Europe and America to have 
been so designated numberless times.” 

“When we contemplate,” Secretary 
Blaine says, ‘‘the minute particularity, 
the tedious veribage. the duplications 
and the reduplications employed to se- 
cure unmistakable plainness in framing 
treaties, it is impossible to conceive 
that a fact of this great magnitude 
could have been omitted from the in- 
structions written by Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Canning, as secretaries for foreign 
affairs in their respective countries—- 
impossible that such a fact could have 
escaped the notice of Mr. Middleton 
and Count Nesselrode, or Mr. Stratford 
Canning and Mr. Poletica, who were 
the negotiators of the two treaties. It 
is impossible, that in the Anglo-Russian 
treaty Count Nesselrode, Mr Stratford 
Canning and Mr. Poletica should have 
taken sixteen lines to recite the titles 
and honors they had received from their 
respective sovereigns, and not even sug- 
gest the insertion of one line, or even 
one word to secure so valuable a grant 
to England as the full freedom of the 
Behring Sea.” 

Suit to Recover Money Loaned Dismissed. 

New Yors, Jan. 6.—The suit of H. F. 
Gillig, former manager of the American 
Exchange in Europe (limited), agnrinst 
Lawrence Barrett and Edwin Booth, to 
recover money loaned to Barrett in 1885, 
who was then associated with Booth, 
has been dismissed by the Supreme 
Court. Judge Lawrence holds that the 
moneys were loaned to promote Gillig’s 
interest and without any authority from 
the company and in violation of his trust, 
The sum involved was about $50,000.

A Brave Georgia Girl. 

Miss Maggie Respass, aged fifteen, 
who lives on the edge of No Man's 
Friend swamp, near Adel, Ga., was left 
alone with her little brothers and sis- 
ters. She went out at night to draw 
water from the well.

Fifty Cents on the Dollar. 

Atameeting of creditors of V. & A. 
Meyer, the large cotton-house of New 
Orleans whose failure wus announced 
several weeks ago, a committee was ap- 
pointed to examine the assets and report 
thereon. The report was made to an 
adjourned meeting, and is in effect that 
the assets were worth only 50 per cent. 
of the amount claimed, reducing the 
value for same to $1,300,000, against 
$2,600,000 liabilities. The report was ac- 
cepted, and the creditors present agreed 
to accept 50 ceuts on the dollar, payable 
in one, two and three years, the last 
payment guaranteed. It is said among 
the assets were found an assortment of 
the bonds for abstracting which from 
the treasury State Treasurer Burke is 
now under indictment and a fugitive. 





Hemmingway’s Accounts. 

Another investigation is shortly to 
commence of the books of ex-State 
Treasurer Hemmingway of Mississippi. 
This time the investigation is to be 
thorough in every respect. Colonel 
Hemmingway and his friends have 
never been satisfied with the investiga 
tions made of his books so far, claiming 
that they were not of the kind to un- 
earth the complicated errors which 
they still believe exist. Negotiations 
have about been completed with an ex- 
pert having reputation in this line to 
take charge of the investigation. He is 
te be assisted by five clerks, and it is 
believed several months will be re- 
quired to complete the examination. 


The New Tin-Plate Industry. 

In the office of the Southern Steel 
Works at Chattanooga, Tenn., is a sam- 
ple of the first tin plate made in 
this country. The plates were rolled 
and turned by the Granite Iron Koll- 
ing mills of the St. Louois Stamping 
Works. The St. Louis company writes 
the steel people that they are delighted 
with the material. It is excelent for 
the purpose, and they propose to use it 
in the making of their tin plate. The 
steel in question is made at Chattanoo- 
ga, from cheap ores mined in that sec 
tion. 


Fatal Whisky-Drinking Contest. 

Ben Sharp and Marshall Quillan, ne- 
grocs, had a whisky-drinking contest in 
a Chattanooga (Tenn.) saloon, several 
white men having bargained to buy all 
the whisky they would drink. Each 
easily drank a pint, and had begun on 
the second pint, when Sharp fell to the 
figor dead. Quillan staggered into the 
back yard and fell into the mud, where 
he was found an hour later insensible 
and almost dead. At latest accounts he 
was supported to be dying. The white 
men who furnished the liquor fled. 


Frozen to Death. 

J. E. Beck, of Dulaney, Ky., was 
found dead near his home, frozen to 
death. He had been to a house-raising 
on a distant part of his farm the day 
previous, and drank quite freely of 
whisky. He started home before night- 
fall, and, it is supposed, fell in a gully, 
being too intoxicated to get out, as he 
was found dead there. 


Four Children Poisoned. 

Four children of Jesse Higbee, a 
wealthy farmer of Muldraugh, Ky., 
were poisoned at intervals of two wecks, 
arsenic being used. The children died. 
Mrs. Higbee is charged with the crime, 
wnd an investigation is in progress. She 
is said to be unsound metally. Her 
friends deny her guilt. 


An Earthquake.

We clip from the Bessemer Week 
ly, of January 3, the following arti- 
ce on the strike situation in the min 
ing district; 

@ ‘Reports to date do not puta ve 

ry encouraging aspectupon the strike 
situation as far as the interest of the 
men striking are concerned. At no 
point except in the instances of a few 
small undeveloped mines employing 
only ascore or so of miners have 
they gained the point sought and 
they only succeeded at these because 
the interest of these small operators 
were promoted in two ways; first, in 
getting their mines skillfully opened 
and into workable shape even at the 
increased price of wages and in read- 
ily meeting these i:creased wages 
trom the temporary enhanced price 
of the coal, bnt in every instance the 
giving of the increased price for 
mining was coupled with the condi. 
tion that it should be dependent up 

on the resultof the general strike. It 
there was nota genera’ advance then 
the old schedule should prevail. 

No important operator has ad- 
vanced the price of mining, and yet 
in nearlyevery mining community 
meny of the mines are in operation; 
of course in many instances with but 
a meager number of workers, 

At Blocton the largest mine in the 
State excepting Pratt mines, a few 
miners are at work, the east number 
at any mines in the State. 

At Blue Creek as we took gran. 
ted last week colored miners started 
into work on Monday at slope 5 (Ad 
ger.) Thisslope probabiy wi hin a 
a waek or ten days time will be run 
ning to its fuil capacity and Blue 
Creek will be giving an output of 
from 1,500 to 2,000 tons daily. Un- 
less the white miners go to work im 
mediately at Adger we fail to see 
where their opportunity for ever 
working there again will come in. 

No citizens could do o herwise 


than sympathize with any class of 


men in all legitimate and proper ef- 
forts to increase their earnings or ob- 
tain higher prices for their labor. 
Liberal wages promote general pros 
perity. But workmen have no more 
rights than their employers, and the 
contract of one should be as inviola 
ble as that of the other and the in 
terest ofeach of equal coucern to 
each. Everybody is supposed to 
lookout for himself. If miners can 
do better than with the opportuni- 
ties presented them by operators 
they have a perfect right to seek 
other opportunities. If the opera 
torscan do better, they have the 
equal right. There is not, there 
should be no compulsion. This is a 
free country.

WASHINGTON, Jun. 9.—A good deal of 
friction between the war department 
and the interior department is reported. 

Gen. Miles’s statement that the Indi- 
ans had been starved and defrauded by 
Mr. Noble's agents and the action of the 
president in putting the agencies under 
the conirol of the army, has aroused the 
interior secretary's resentment, anda 
rupture in the cabinet is probable. 

The removal of Col. Forsythe seems to 
have been largely due to the sentimental 
regret of the president over the shooting 
of the Indian women and children in the 
Wounded Knee affair. 

The Colonization Scheme. 

Tenator Teller has introduced a bill in 
behalf of the African-American Coloni- 
zation society, of this city. 

Accompanying the bill is a petition 
setting forth the desire of the negroes to 
settle in Lower California, and they wish 
money for forty years at low rate of in- 
terest, on which to emigrate into Lower 
California and Mexico. They believe 
they have discovered their Utopia. 

The Liberia-Congo scheme has_ been 
abandoned. They claim that they can- 
not get along with the white people, who 
Oppose them. 

The bill was sent to the committee on 
foreign affairs. 

Mr. Lester’s bill to increase the appro-

Annie was shot in the neck, and died 
almost immediately. The defense 
claimed that the shooting was accidental; 
that the deceased and defendant were in 
the habit of playing together frequently; 
that there had been no cause at all be- 
tween thein. The defendant ran off im- 
mediately after the shooting, but was 
captured last Saturday at Weaver's 
Station, Ala,, and brought back to Rome. 
The justice bound the prisoner over to 
the Marth term of Floyd superior court. 


MADE GOOD HIS ESCAPE, 





A Swindler Eludes the Police by Getting 
in a Trunk. 


St. Louis, Jan. ¥.—For several weeks 
the police have been searching for a man 
named Olunston, who was wanted upon a 
number of charges of swindling.

Lancaster, Clements and Hall 
Have Life Sentences. 


A Foul Crime on the Pages of 


Georgia History 


Partially Vindicated—The State of Geor- 
gia Lost a Good Citizen When Capt. 
Forsyth was Assassinated—The Ohio 
Penitentiary Will Receive His Slayers 
as Hostages for the Cowardly Crime. 


Macon, Ga., Jan. 8.—The great con- 
epiracy case has, ended, and with its 
ending the homes of three once happy 


famiies have been darkened, and happi- | 


ness there has forever ended. 

In passing sentence upon the prison- 
ers, Judge Speer ordered them to stand 
up, when he proceeded with the un- 
pleasant and painful duty. 

The sentences are as follows: 

To you, John K. Lancaster, the court 
will observe that, while your crime was 
great, it does not appear to be as heinous 
as that of your associates. 
undoubtedly participated in this conspir- 


acy toa certain extent, the court does 
not esteem you as guilty as the men with 
whom you were leagued, and _ believes 
that you were to some extent dragged 
into the wrong, and it will, therefore, 
temper justice with mercy. 

It is therefore ordered by the court 
that you be imprisoned in the Ohio pen- 
itentiary for the full term of six years, 
and that you be fined the sum of $1. 
Further, that you be denied the right to 
hold office or to exercise the right of 
suffrage, or positions of honor, for the 
balance of your natural life. The court 
would express the hope that your heart 
will become changed during the period 
of your confinement, and that you will 
return to your wife and little ones at the 
end of that time a better man. 

To you, Louis Knight, the court will 
observe that you appear to be deeply in- 
volved in these transactions, which have 
made one of the best portions of our 
great state a perfect pandemonium. The 
court excluded from the jury the fact 
that this was not your first attempt at 
assassination, and allowed them to judge 
you on the merits of this case. — It is 
therefore ordered that you be imprisoned 
in the Ohio penitentiary forthe fullterm 
of ten years, and that you pay a fine of 
$1. Further, that you be denied the right 
to hold office, or exercise the right of 
suffrage or to hold positions of honor 
during the balance of your natural life. 

Knight shed tears while the sentence 
was beiug pronounced. 

Imprisoned for Life. 

To you, Wright Lancaster, the court 
will observe, that you, an officer entrust- 
ed with the enforcement of the law, 
have used that high office to pervert the 
ends of justice and to pian and execute 
the most dastardly crime. ‘The fact that 
while in the exercise of your honorable 

osition you slept with and were in 
eague with a convicted criimiinn! and ou. 
gitive, is enough to condemn you in the 
eyes of all, Your youthful appearance 
would evoke sympathy for you, but the 
heinousness of your crime and a regard 
for the law, makes it necessary that jus- 
tice be done, and these thins must fail 
to intercede for you. — It is therefore or- 
dered that you be imprisoned in the Ohio 
penitentiary for the full term of your 
natural life. 

To you, Charles Clements, the court 
will observe that while you appear 
steeped in infamy for a long time, it 
seems that you have allowed yourself to 
be made a tool of in carrying out this 
awful crime. Little sympathy can be ex- 
pressed for you, but the court expresses 
a feeling of commisseration for that 
poor old father who, in his last moments, 
must witness this ordeal, and whose head 
is bowed by his son’s disgrace. It is, 
therefore, ordered that you be impris- 
oned in the Ohio penitentiary for the full 
term of your natural life. 

Clements wept freely while the judge 
spoke these words. 

To you, Luther A. Hall, the court 
would heap its greatest condemnation. 
Occupying as you did an influential posi- 
tion in the community in which you 
lived, you have used this position to “en- 
courage crime of the vilest character. 
Through the rulings of this court you 
were made to suffer for your efforts at 
infringing on the rights of others and 
applying to your own ends the property 
of others, and it was in revenge for this 
punishment, and through a desire to 
still continue your unlawful and dishon- 
able course, that you planned and had 
executed this foul conspiracy and 
murder. : 

The court is as fully satisfied of your 
guilt as if it had seen you fire the gun 
that sent the buckshot crashing through 
the brain of that noble, honable and loy- 
able man, John C. Forsyth. You not 
only deprived this man of his life, but 
you have influenced others into a crime 
that has brought upon them lasting dis- 
grace and punishment in vindication of 
the blow that struck out the life of Capt. 
Forsyth, All of these circuinstances cry 
for vengeance. 3 

The court hopes that after ridding that 
God-favored section of your poisonous 
and dastardly influence; after having re- 
moved from that fair county the evil 
spirit that has kept it in a constant. tur- 
moil, and which your crimes made nox- 
ious, it may blossom anew, and become 
the home of a happy and prosperous peo- 
ple. You are seoleneed to the Ohio 
penitentiary for the full term of your 
natural life. 

A motion for a new trial has been filed.

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HONORS TO COLUMBUS 


| Chicago Wants the Earth as Model fer @ 
} Monument. 

Columbus, according to the latest 
plan, is tobe remembered atthe world’s 
fair by a monument that is to beat the 
Eiffel tower all hollow. This project 
is designed to be worthy of Chicago at 
all events, says the New York Herald. 

It is bya fellow-countryman of Colum- 
bus, Albertode Pallassio, and, as will 
be seen from dar illustration, it is a 
globe resting on a pedestal or base. The 
pedestal is of graceful proportions, three 
hundred feet high. The monument is 
a globe, whose diameter will be equal 
to the height of the Eiffel tower. Sur- 
1 unting the whole will bea full-rigged 
ship. “s 
The total height of the monumen’ 
may be put down at about one thousand 
four hundred feet. At the equator a 
gallery will run around this globe,

which will be about two-thirds of a mile 
in circumference, while on the surface 
will be ‘marked the continents and 
oceans, just as on a school globe. From 
the equator to the north pole, winding 
round the outside, there will be an in- 
clined railway nearly four miles long. 

A large statue of Columbus will stand 
in the center of the base under the globe, 
while a Columbus museum and a library 
devoted to literature in connection with 
his discoveries and those of other ex- 
plorers will be established, and restaur- 
ants will be placed here and there at 
more or less elevated positions. An ob- 
servatory will also be built at the sum- 
mit of themonument. Thecost of con- 
struction is estimated at about £1,000,000, 
while an additional £160,000 will be re- 
quired for the lifts and other machinery. 





O’REILLY’S TOMBSTONE, 





Nature Han Provided a Tomb Worthy of 
the Irish-American Poet. 

Nature has provided for John Boyle 
O’Reilly a tomb worthy of the man. On 
the highest point of Holyhood Cemetery, 
Brookline, Mass., there crops outa ledge 
of rock whose base is in the foundation 
walls of the earth. Countless eons ago 
the great glacial plane passed over this 
ledge, cutting its iron face and leavinga 
polished surface which the rains and 
frosts of thousands of years have hardly 
dimmed. Grinding its way slowly over

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the reef the mighty glacier left its in- 
delible imprint behind, and left also an 
equally enduring memento of its pass- 
age—a giant boulder of conglomerate 
rock, fifteen feet high and, roughly 
speaking, about twelve feet square— 
seventy-five tons of weather-stained, 
time-defying, eternal rock. It stands 
on the crest of the picturesque height, 
a landmark conspicuous above all else 
in the neighborhood, solitary, massive, 
and majestic. 

It is to be the tombstone of John 
Boyle O’Reilly. No mark, save a siugle 
tablet on its face, will be allowed to 
mar the severe simplicity of the roblo 
monolith, which is nature’s fitting me- 
morial to God’s nobleman. Mankind 
will honor him by asuitable work of 
man in the city of his adoption, but this 
monument will stand for all time, im- 
perishable as the fame of the man who 
sleeps beside it.—Boston Pilot.
